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School  Report. 


Citizens  of  Sanbornton: 

The  work  of  the  school  year  is  closed  and  we  herewith  submit  our 
annual  report. 

We  have  labored  during  the  year  for  the  best  results  in  our  schools 
with  the  means  at  our  command.  With  our  funds  for  their  support  cut 
down  from  last  year  $300,  we  could  not  look  for  the  same  amount  of 
schooling,  twenty-six  weeks,  without  lowering  the  standard  of  teaching 
ability.  This  we  could  not  do;  consequently  have  had  but  twenty-one 
weeks.  Care  has  been  exercised  in  the  selection  of  teachers.  None 
have  been  employed  who  had  not  had  good  educational  advantages,  and 
but  one  who  had  not  had  some  experience  in  teaching.  Of  the  sixteen 
employed,  ten  had  previously  taught  in  town,  some  of  them  a  number 
of  terms.  All  have  pursued  their  work  with  diligence  and  good  success 
has  generally  attended  them. 

The  discretionary  power  given  under  the  law  establishing  the  town 
system  has  been  exercised  to  some  extent.  The  pupils  in  Nos.  6  and 
16  have  been  schooled  for  the  year  in  Nos.  5  and  10.  Those  of  Nos.  7 
and  12  were  provided  schooling  in  Nos.  8,  9,  11  and  13,  for  the  sum- 
mer term  Owing  to  this  fact  it  will  be  seen  again,  by  comparison, 
that  we  get  more  schooling  for  our  money  than  formerly,  under  the  dis- 
trict system.  The  appropriation  for  schooling,  $1,423,  would  have 
given  on  the  average  basis  of  appropriation,  under  the  old  system  for 
its  last  five  years,  a  fraction  over  fifteen  weeks.  Under  the  new  it  has 
given  twenty-one  weeks,  besides  furnishing  fuel  in  full  and  paying  other 
incidental  expenses. 

No  change  has  been  made  in  text  books  except  in  grammar; 
Tweed's  has  been  introduced  in  the  place  of  KerPs. 

Some  of  our  schools  have  suffered  because  of  irregular  attendance. 
It  is  difficult  for  teachers  to  keep  pupils  properly  classified  who  are  ir- 
regular in  attendance,  and  it  is  a  great  hindrance  to  the  progress  of  the 
school. 

School  houses  in  town  are,  in  the  main,  in  comfortable  condition. 
Some  necessary  repairs  have  been  made  during  the  past  year;  some 
will  be  required  for  the  year  to  come. 

The  names  enrolled  upon  our  registers  as  visitors  show  that  there  is 
a  growing  interest  in  the  work  of  the  school  room.  For  convenience  of 
reference  the.  old  district  numbers   and  names  are  used  m  this   report. 
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For  matter  of  a  statistical  character  we  call  attention  to  the  statistical 
table. 

Calef  Hill,  No  i. 

For  the  summer  term  the  school  work  was  successfully  carried  for- 
ward under  the  instruction  of  Nellie  F,  Moulton  of  Tilton.  It  was  her 
third  term  here,  and  the  patrons  of  the  school  regretted  her  leaving  the 
charge. 

Maria  L.  Lane  taught  the  winter  term  The  discipline  and  the  spirit 
of  industry  was  good;  the  instruction  clear  and  thorough. 

Square,  No.  2. 

Carrie  Taylor  taught  the  summer  term,  and  in  her  work  fully  sus- 
tained her  well  earned  reputation  as  a  teacher.  Good  progress  was 
made  in  the  branches  taught. 

For  the  winter  term,  Willis  J.  Sanborn  teacher.  It  was  his  first  ex- 
perience in  teaching.  The  order  was  good,  and  the  school  work  of  the 
term  generally  successful. 

HUNKIKS,  No.  3. 

This  school  had  the  advantage  of  the  same  teacher,  Mary  O.  Taylor 
for  the  year. 

She  aimed  to  be  clear  and  definite  in  her  instruction,  and,  to  have 
lessons  thoroughly  mastered.  The  school  work  was  carried  along  stead- 
ily, and  there  was  marked  progress  in  some  of  the  branches. 

Meadow  Brook,  No.  4. 

Mrs.  L.  L.  Burleigh  taught  the  summer  term.  The  school  was  large 
and  as  a  whole  successful  under  her  management. 

Carrie  A.  Avery  of  Laconia,  who  had  had  training  in  the  Normal 
school  and  experience  in  teaching  had  charge  the  winter  term.  The 
school  was  larger  than  in  the  summer,  but  well  organized  and  started 
off  with  encouraging  prospects.  Some  disorders  out  ot  school,  of  which 
the  teacher  had  no  knowledge,  prompted  some  of  the  parents  to  with- 
hold their  children.  The  School  Board  found  it  necessary  to  give  one 
or  two  unruly  pupils  a  few  words  of  counsel.  Notwithstanding  these 
disorders  the  school  as  a  whole  made  fair  progress.  Some  of  the  class- 
es were  highly  successful  in  their  work.  Still  a  stronger  hand  in  the 
matter  of  discipline  would  have  better  met  the  requirements. 

Bay,  No.  5. 
Flora  G.  Cilley  of  Hill,  teacher.    Under  her  instruction  good  advance- 
ment was  made  in  all  of  the  studies.     During  the  winter  term  the  work 
was  somewhat  hindered  by  sickness. 

Stone  Bridge,  No  7. 
A  good  school  was  taught  here  the  winter  term  by  Gertrude  Sanborn. 
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Corner.  No.  8. 
The  school  work  for  the  year  was  carried  on  with  efficiency  under  the 
instruction  of  May  A.  Stevens  of  Salisbury. 
Chapel,  No.  9. 
Bertha  O.  Cawley  of  Hill,  for  the  summer  term.     Clearness,  accuracy 
and  thoroughness  characterized  her  work.     It  was  a  profitable  term  of 
schooling. 

The  winter  school  was  in  charge  of  Miss  M.  A.  Sanborn.  She 
brought  to  her  work  good  teaching  ability  and  a  spirit  of  industry,  but 
was  greatly  hindered  by  irregular  attendance.  This  was  not  new  here. 
It  has  been  a  hindrance  in  the  past.  Parents,  if  they  will,  can  largely 
remedy  it. 

New  State,  No.  10.
